School symbolizes fight

The school on the city’s East 
Side was once the pride of the African- 
American community and a symbol 
in its fight for quality education. It in- 
fused black culture and heritage into 
its curriculum and pioneered a model 
that gave the community a say in run- 


ning the school.

So when news came that the state 
Education Department was stepping 
in at BUILD, it was received with a bit 
of a heavy heart. 

BUILD is one of only two schools 
in the state ordered to be taken over 
by an outside entity next year in an ef- 
fortto turn things around, after years 
of poor academic performance. 

It is also the first time that the dis- 
trict will test the state’s 2015 receiv- 
ership law - although probably not 
the last, with so many of its schools 
teetering between good standing and 
being on the state watch list. 

Superintendent Kriner Cash has

Hoyt accuser is said to have doubted 
fairness in ending contact with state

ALBANY - A woman mak- 
ing sexual harassment and as- 
sault allegations against for- 
mer Cuomo administration 
economic official Sam Hoyt 
stopped speaking with state in- 
vestigators when she felt that 
the inquiries would not be fair, 


her lawyer said Monday. 

Paul Liggieri, a Manhattan 
lawyer representing Lisa Marie 
Cater, of Buffalo, in a newly filed 
federal lawsuit, acknowledged 
Monday that the state did in- 
vestigate Caters allegations 
against Hoyt. 

But, he said, the investiga- 
tions came after his client be- 
lieved that Gov. Andrew M. 


Cuomo’s office had ignored or 
dismissed several outreaches 
she made about Hoyt. 

The lawyer said Cater felt 
that an investigatory agency 
tied to Cuomo would not be fair 
in looking into her complaints 
against an official of his admin- 
istration.

Man had right 
to defend home, 
boy's family says 


Charges are not sought as 13-year-old 
has severe wounds from shotgun blast

The family of the boy shot 
in the face by a homeowner on 
Buffalo’s East Side isn’t calling 
for charges against the shooter. 

The boy - whose 13th birth- 
day was Monday - lost his right 
eye, has shotgun pellets embed- 
ded in his brain and has a col- 
lapsed lung after he was hit by 
a shotgun blast in the face and 
chest outside a home on Quincy 
Street just before noon Friday. 

Family members have not 
been able to hear the boy’s side 
of the story yet, since he’s heav- 
ily sedated and lying in John 
R. Oishei Children’s Hospital 
hooked up to a feeding tube and 
a machine that enables him to 
breathe. But they acknowledge 
that he was doing something 
that he shouldn’t have done 
when he was shot. 

The boy’s family isn’t sure 
whether the boy and his friend 
intended to burglarize the home 
of 61-year-old Edward M. Bald, 
or whether they were vandaliz- 
ing it, said Tearra L. Perry, the 
boy’s aunt. 

But either way, they were 
doing something to the man’s 


property, she said. 

“Everyone’s a victim here,” 
she said. “This man had a right 
to protect his property and his 
home.” 

Bald said that a rock was 
thrown through a first-floor 
bedroom window of his home 
and that he then fired his 
20-gauge shotgun out the win- 
dow. 

Bald told The Buffalo News 
on Friday that he “sent a warn- 
ing shot out the hole they al- 
ready put in the window.” He 
said he didn’t know that anyone 
had been hit until he saw blood 
in his backyard. 

The boy, whose name was 
withheld by police, crawled 
from the scene and left a trail of 
blood that ended three houses 
away, where a friend found him 
and called for help, the boy’s 
aunt said. He stayed home sick 
from school the day before and 
told his mother that he was 
again sick Friday, his aunt said. 

He was taken to Erie County 
Medical Center and was trans- 
ferred to Children’s Hospital 
late Friday night. The boy has 
undergone more than 10 hours
